Or the Convention of the Alabama Territory, begon and 
held at the town of Hantsville on the fifth day of July, im the 
year of our Lord one thansand eight hundred and nineteen, and 
of the Independence of the United States of America the forty 
fourth, being the time and place appointed for the meeting of 
the Convention for the purpose of forming a Constitution and 
State Government; By virtue of an act of Congress « Enti- 
tled an act to enable the people of the Alabama ‘Territory, to 
form a Constitution and State Government, and for the ad- 
nissiou of such State inte the Union. on an equal footing with 
the original States,” passed on the second day of March, one 
thousand eight hundred and nineicen.

Qu motion of Mr Pickens (of Washington) Resolved, that 
the Convention do now proceed to the election of a Doorkeep- 
er, and va counting the ballots it appeared that Danie] Rather 
was duly elected, who entered upon the duties of his office. 

On mation of Mr. Pickens (of Washington) Resolved, that 
a@ commitice of five members be appeintrd to draft Rules of 
order and decorum for the Gavernment of this Conve ntion ; 
whereupon Messrs. Pickens fof Washington,) Minor, Hanby, 
Rogers and Moore, were appointed. 

On motion of Mr. Hitchcock —Resolced, That a Commit- 
tee of Elections be appointed to consist of five members ; where- 
upon Messrs. Hitchcock, M’Goffin, Townes, Ellis and Wil- 
Yiams were appointed. 

On motion of Mr Hitchenck— Resolved, That the rules for 
the government of the House of Representatives of the Alaba- 
ma Territory be adopted as the rules for the government of 
this Convention, so far as they are applicable, until otherwise 
ordered by the Convention.

TUESDAY. 6th July, 1819. 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment.

Mr. Williams offered the following resolution— Zesol-ccd, 
That it be expedient for the Convention at this time to form a 
Constitution and State Government for the peuple of the Ala- 
bama ‘Territory.

WEDNESDAY, 7th Fuly 1819. 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment. Mp. Toul. 
min the member from the cuunty of Baldwin, appeared and 
tuok his seat. 

Mr. Pickens from the committee appointed to draft Ruies of 
order and decorum for the Government of this Convention. 
made a report which was received. 

On motion of Mr. Clay the Convention resolved itself into 
a committee of the whole on the said report, Mr. Marphy in 
the chair,and after some time spent therein, Mr. President re- 
sumed the chair and Mc. Murphy reported that the committee 
ha according to order lad the said report under consideration 
atu had made several amendments thercin with which they 
desired the concurwence of the Convention.

The question was then taken on the adoption of said report 
as amended, aud passed in the aflirmative. 
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Standing Rules of Order and Decorum for 
conducting business inthe Convention. 


TOUCHING THE DUTIES OF PRESIDENT. 

1. The President shall take the chair every day, at the hour 
to which the Convention shall have adjourned, on the preceding 
day; shail immediately call the members to order. and on the 
appearance of a quorum, shall cause the journal of the pre- 
ceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to 
points of order. in preference to other members, rising from 
his seat for that purpase, and’ shal) decide questions of order 
subject to an gppeal to the Convention by any two members, 
on which appeal no member shall speak more than once unless 
byleaveof the Convention. He shall rise to puta question, 
but may state it sitting. 

$. Questions shall be distinctly put in-this form, viz: As ma- 
ny as are of opinion that [as the question may be) say, aye ; and 
after the affirmative vuice is expressed, fs anany as are of the 
contrary omnion say, no. If the President doubts. or a division 
be called for, the Convention shall divide ; those of the affir- 
mative of the question shall first rise from their seats, and af- 
terwards those of the negative. 

4. ‘The President shall have a gencral direction of the Con- 
vention. He shall have aright to name any member to per- 
fourm the duties of the chair, but such ‘substitution shall not ex- 
tend beyond an adjournment 

5. ''welve membersshall have power to call a house aud send 
for absent members. Amajority shall be a quorum ty transact 
business, and five members, after the hour of twelve, may ad- 
journ from day to day. 

6. When a member is about to speak, debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Convention, he shall rise from his scat and res- 
pectfuily address himself to Mr. President. 

7. Ifany member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the 
rufes, the President shall, or any member may call to order, in 
which case the member so called to order, shall immediately 
sit down, unless permitted to explain ; and the Convention 
shall, if applied to, decide on the case, but without debate. If 
the decision ve in favor of the member socalled te order, he 
shall be at liberty to praceed ; if otherwise, and the case require 
it, he shall be liable co the censure of the Convention. 

8. Whentwoor more happen torise at the same time, the 
President shall name the person who is first to speak. 


9, No member shal! speak more than twice to the same queé- 
tion without leave of the Convention ; nor more than once, uli- 
til every member chuosing to speak shall have spoken 

10. Whilst the President is putting a question, or addressing 
the Convention, none shall walk across the room, nor, when a 
wocmber is speaking, enter on private discourse; or pass be- 
tween him and the chair. 

11. Upon calis of the Convention for taking the yeas and 
nays on any question, the ames of the members shall be called 
alphabetically, and each member shall answer (rom his seat. 

12. Any two members sliall ave a right to call for the yeas 
and nays of any question. 

13. Whenamotion is made and seconded, it shail be stated 
by the President, ox if in writing shall be read aloud by the 
Secretary. and every motienshall be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any member request it. 

14. Any member may call for a division of the question 
when the sense will admit of it. 

45. Each member shall particularly forbear personal reflec- 
tions, nor shail any member mame another in argument or de- 
bate. 

16. After a motion is stated hy the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in possession of the Con- 
vention, but may be withdrawn at any time before the decision 
or amendment. 

17. When a question is under debate no motion shall be re- 
ceived but to adjourn, to poztpone to a day certain, to lie on the 
table, for the previous question, te postpone indefinitely, to com- 
mitor amend, which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order they stand arranged. 

18. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate. 

19. The previous question shall be in this form, shall the 
main question be now put. It shail only be admitted when de- 
mandcd by a majerity of the members present, and until it is 
docided shall preclude all amendments and further debate of the 
din questidn—On a previous question their shali be no debate, 

20 In taking the sense of the Convention a majority of the 
votes of the members present shall govern. 

21. No rvsolution,section or article in the Constitution shall 
be finally concluded and agrecd upon until, the same shall have 
been read on three several days, unless a majority of two 
thirds may think it necessary to dispense with this rule, which 
vole shull be decided without debate. 
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22. When any question shall have been decided, it shall not 
be reconsidered but on motion of a member who voted in the 
majority, provided that if such motion be made after two days 
from such decision, a majority of the whole Convention shal! 
be necessary to a reconsideration. 

23. The Convention shall resolve itseif into 2 committee of 
the whole when deemed necessary, and when in committes of 
the whole, shall be governed by the ferczoing rules, except that 
in conimittee of ths whole any member may speak as often as 
he may think proper. 

24, The President may appoint committecs, tiles’ other. 
wise directed by the conyention., 

25. On all questions when the yeas and nays are demanded 
the President shall vote. 

26. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
Convention unless he have leave. be sick or unable to attend 

27. Upon a call of the Convention, the names of the members 
shall be calied over by the Secretary, and the absentees with 
out leave, noted; one hour after which, the names of the absen- 
tees shall again be called over, snd those for whom no excuse, 
or an insufficiept excuse is made, may, by order of those pres 
scnt if twelve in number, be taken into custody as they appear 
or may be sent for and taken into custody where to be. found. 


COMMITTEES—THEIR DUTY. 

98. It shall he the duty of the committee of elections to exa- 
mine and report upon the certificates of elections and othet 
credentials of members returned to serve in this Convention, 
and to take into their consideration all such petitions and other 
matters, touching elections and returns, as shallor may be pre- 
sentod, or come in question and be referred to them by the 
Convention, 

29. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Conven- 
tion without special leave. 

80. The Secretary of the Convention shall take an oath, to 
be administered by the President, for the due and faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office to the best of his knowledge & 
abilities. It shall be his duty to keep and preserve all records 
and. papers introduced and submitted to the consideration of 
the Convention; to furnish such papers as may be committed, 
with the names of the members that compose such committee, 
to the chairman thereot; and in all things to perform his duty 
ao Secretary of this Convention, under the direction of the 
President. 

31. All questions relating to the priority of business to be 
acted on shall be decided without debate. 
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On motion ordered that one hundred capies of the foregoing 
vules be printed for the use of the members ofthis Convention. 
Mr. 'Toulmin offered the {ollowiug resolution Resolved, that 
a commiitce be appointed to take into consideration and re- 
ort to this Convention, their opinion en the propositions of. 
ered by the Congress of the United States for their free ac- 
ceptance or rejection of this Convention in the sixth section of 
the Act entitled «* an act to enable the people of the Alabama 
Territory to form a Constitution, and State Government, and 
for the admission of such State into the Union on an equal foot- 
ing with the original States.”

Mr. Tonlmin offered the following resolution—Resolved, 
That the same record be kept of the proceedings in committee 
of the whole as it is usual to keep when the President is in the 
Chair. 

And the question being taken thereon, it was decided in the 
negative. 

On motion of Mr, Clay, the Convention Pesovoed itself inta

King in the Chair—and alter the some timo spent therein Mr. 

King reported that the 
committee had according to order, had the said report under 
consideration, had made some progress therein, but not having 
time to go the same, had directed him to ask leave to sit agam 
which was granted.

s‘ Gentlemen !—I receive with lively sensibility this fresh 
testimorfial of your favour: while I have life, I ehall never 
cease to cherish a gratcfal recollection of the unifarra kindness 
and support of this enlightencd Convention. Ut affords me 
sincere eratification to tind that the manner in which I have 
been enabled to discharge the dutics of the chair, kas been sat- 
isfactory to you; aud for the polite and flattering terms in 
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which you have’ chosen fo express your approbation, I tender 
you the return of warm and cordial thanks, 

The subject on which we-were called to deliberate was of 
the first importance. Our.labours are now atan end. We 
have given to.the State of Alabama a Constitution —not in- 
deed perfect—not precisely such as any one memberof this 
body .or perhaps of any individual of this community, would, 
unassisted, have framed in his closet. Yet emphatically re- 
publican and such 4s gives us a Clear and indisputable title, 
to admission into the great family of the Union. If it has 
some faults, it has at the same time, many exccilencies; and 
for all its defects it carries within itself the granu corrective 
ofamendment. The people can mould it as they please. It 
proclaims the great first principles of liberty: It guards the 
equal rights of all, and some new features of vital interest, 
seem to promise the happiest resnlts. The offspring of mutual 
concessibn and compromise, it accupies that middie groundon 
which & majority was found to unite. In thé main we have al] 
approved and signed it. Let us hope that it will be also ap- 
proved by the people of Alabama: and that under its auspt- 
cious influence. they and their posterity, may long be free, 
prosperous and happy. 

Accept gentlemen for yourselves individually, my best wish- 
es for your health, happiness and long continued nsefiiness.” 

On motionof Mr. Fickens of Washington) ordered that the 
Convention do now adjourn sine dic.
